It is quite time the representatives oí tax­ 
payers set about devising some method where­ 
by assessors could be brought to a realizing 
sense of their duty. 
They have a very good 
estimate of the importance of presenting large 
bills, but there does'not appear to beany 
sense of tho necessity of making their work 
perfect, thereby saving the citizen from an­ 
noyance au J expense. 
At the best, tax-paying is a very disagree­ 
able business. 
It comes hard for anybody to 
pay taxes, aud especially hard when a large 
share of the money is paid for the stealings 
aud plunderings of rascally officeholders. 
If 
we add to that the annoyance of beiug wrong­ 
ly assessed, the tax-payer may be pardoned if 
he gets out of temper occasionally. 
Ii certainly is very provoking fora taxpayer 
to be obliged to occupy his time and spend 
money to rectify mistaken not made by him­ 
self, but the instances of this being done are 
not at all rare, but on the contrary are be­ 
coming much too numerous.

that tlie work would have remained in the 
hands oi the Park Commissioner? liad not a 
sentence been interpolated into the charter at 
a laic hour of the last year's session. 
This 
interpolation had caused all the conflict of 
authority in New York, and as it was desirable 
that the whole matter should be placed under 
one jurisdiction, aud that the work should be 
promptly commenced, lie would withdraw bis 
opposition to the bill and vote for it as it stauds. 
Iln understood that an amendment would be 
ottered in the Senate placing the work entire­ 
ly in the control of the Park Commissioners, 
where, in his opinion, it ought to be placed, 
lie then withdrew' his motion. 
The bill was thou reported to the House aud 
ordered to a third reading. 
Mr. ALVORD ill the chair. 


PETITIONS. 
A number of petitions were presented and 
referred, among which was one by Mr. C. S. 
SPENCER, from bank tellers of Now York for 
exemption from jury duty, and one from 200 
stone cutters of Brooklyn that the stone for 
the new Capitol be cut in Albany, and for the 
demolition of Congress Hall next spring: also, 
one by Mr. ELY, for the relief oi Joiiu Pickett, 
soldier of the war of 1812. 


THIRD READING OF BILLS.

Mr. C. S. SPENCER moved to recommit 
with instructions to amend so that the consent 
of three out of the four members of the Board 
of Estimate and Apportionment shall lie re­ 
quired, and report forthwith. 
Agreed to. 
The bill was then recommitted, a m en d e d as 
d irected , rep o rted back and p a sse d . 
Concurrent resolutions proposing an amend­ 
ment to Article II oi the Constitution. 
Mr. BEEBE moved to recommit, with in­ 
structions to strike out all after tlie thirty- 
sixth line, including the final resolutions, aud 
report forthwith. 
He believed it impolitic 
and unwise to add anything beyond what was 
passed upon by the last Legislature. 
The 
added propositions do not help the amc lument 
and formed no part of it. 
He wanted these 
resolutions stricken from all the amendments 
as superfluous matter. 
Mr. PRINCE insisted that the preamble and 
resolutions referred to were inserted in accord­ 
ance with uniform precedent. 
Similar resolu­ 
tions had always been added by tho second 
Legislature in passing upon Constitutional 
amendments, and he deemed it safe, at least, 
to follow the established precedent. 
The motion wa3 lost, and the concurrent 
resolution was 4hon read a third time and 
passed, 81 to 1—Mr. Alice!. 
Concurrent resolutions providing am end­ 
ments to Article III of the Constitution. 
Mr. WEED moved to commit with instruc­ 
tions to strike out section four of the Article, 
providing for enumeration of the state, etc., 
every ten years, 
lie did not believe the peo­ 
ple of the state would vote affirmatively upon 
this section, and it ought to be stricken out. 
Mr. BATCHELLER said there wasno doubt 
if tiiis-section was left in the article it will de­ 
feat it. 
It might be submitted, however, with 
a provision thaL each clause of the article may 
be submitted. 
The amendment of Mr. Batchcller was then 
agreed to and the article committed without 
instructions.

W a sh in g t o n , Jan. 23.—President Orton of 
the Western Union Telegraph, who has recent­ 
ly been before the Senate Post offiee Commit­ 
tee several limes, the Hubbard telegraph bill 
being before them, concluded to-day his argu­ 
ment, maintaining the following propositions: 
First, Congress has no right to pass the 
bill, because it would indirectly take private 
property for telegraph purposes without just 
compensation, and furthermore the passage 
of Ike bill would be a violation of a contract 
established between tlie government and tele­ 
graph companies now existing under llie’pro- 
visions of the law of 1866. 
Second, If thereWere no constitutional ob­ 
jections or any violation of contract it would 
bn impolitic to adopt the Hubbard scheme 
contemplated by the bill, because it consti­ 
tutes a partnership between the government 
and a private corporation, to be conducted by 
both official and private agencies, operating 
at the same time, nndct which there is to be 
a division uf expenses between tlie govern­ 
ment and the company, while all profits are 
to accrue exclusively to tho latter. 
Third, That whatever may be tlie faults of 
the existing telegraph system of this country 
tho scheme proposed aflords no adequate 
remedy for them. 
In this connection the fact 
wu3 established by abundant evidence from 
official documents that the present average 
rate for messages in the United States is lower 
than iu Europe for like dispatches, and that 
in this country the business is conducted 
without any expenso to the government, 
while in Europe the annual deficiency raised 
by taxation upon people amounts to several 
millions. 
Incidentally Orton, in reply to Hubbard’s 
arguments, referred to tho relations of the 
Western Uuion Telegraph Company with tho 
New York Associated Pre3?, and showed that 
there is no combination between them; that 
the Associated Press depends upon the West­ 
ern Union Telegraph Company in no respect 
for Its own monopoly and that ail other press 
combinations are offered the same terms as 
the Associated Press obtains; also that the 
Associated Press is an independent agency 
for the procurement and distribution of news 
and the Western Union Telegraph Company 
is an equally independent common ‘carrier for 
Us transmission ou call for all.who require it, 
and that no establishment of a postal tele­ 
graph could affect the Associated Press mo­ 
nopoly iu any way.

On Thursday morning the case of Country­ 
man vs. Carney et at. was presented to the 
jury. They returned a verdict of S60 against 
all the defendauts. In this case Win. Louns-j 
bery was also one of the counsel for plaintiff. j 
A motion was then made to punish a con- 
stable, James Myers cf Delaware county, for 
contempt, for levying on the property of the 
N. Y., K. & S. R. K. and selling the same 
under an execution against the R. & O. R. R. 
Co., for §56, in favor of Francis Travis, ufter 
E. JL Brigham had been appointed Receiver. 
The levy ivas made on the property in the de­ 
pot at Dean’s Corners, valued at about $100, 
and sold for the amount oí the execution. 
The defendant claims that when the levy was 
made aud the property sold, tbe Receiver had 
not filed the necessary bond, aud hence had 
not come into possession of the properly. 
The Court reserved its decision. 
The attor­ 
neys are F. L. Westbrook for tbe Receiver, A. 
Schoonmaker, Jr., for defendant. 
No. 31, James Mabbil <fc or. vs. George Bug 
cl ah, was then called. The attorneys in thi3 
case arc A. Schoonmaker, Jr., for plaintifl 
aud Lawton «L Stebbins for defendant. The 
action is one oí ejectment, brought to recover 
possession of the property in this city, known 
as the Mill property, and for some time owned 
by John D. Hopkins for a brewery. 
The de­ 
fendants u;c in the possession oí this property 
and claim to own it, while the plaintiffs, James 
Mabbit A Co. of Poughkeepsie, also claim to 
own iL In 13GG, John D. Hopkins became 
the owner of the property, and continued In 
possession cf it until 1868, when George W. 
Smith, ivi.ll known in this place, came along 
and iu 18G9 bought tte property of Hopkins, 
liis wire, Clarissa Smith, taking tho title of 
the 3ame in her name. 
She gave notes in 
payment for $4,COO, and gave a mortgage on 
another place In the lower part of the city as 
collateral security. When the nole3 came due 
they were not paid and Hopkins brought his 
suit. Thi3 was fought out and ended in Uop- 
kiu3 getting judgment. This judgment was 
docketed January 14th, 1870. After tüe dock­ 
eting of the judgment, the mortgaged premises 
were sold, and it was then found they were 
covered by prior mortgages. The property 
was sold lor about 6109, barely enough to pay 
tbs expenses of the referee and attorney, thus 
leaving the judgment unpaid. Au execution 
was then put in the hands of the Sheriff (May 
11th, 1870,) and the brewery, the property in 
question, levied on and sold. Hopkins being 
indebted to Mabbit & Co., the plaintiffs in this 
case, assigned to them the certificate of sale, 
aud the Sheriff gave to Mabbit & Co. the deed 
to the premises. The defendauts were in pos­ 
session aud this actiou is brought to oust 
them. The defendants also claim title to the 
property l»y deed from George W. Smith and 
wife. This deed, it is claimed, was given be­ 
fore tbe judgment 01" Hopkins was put on 
record. PlniiUifls claim, however, tlio deed 
w..s not recorded before the judgment, and 
also the deed is void, having been given to Je- 
f.au l the creditors. 
No. 32, Clifford Co Idington vs. Robert 
Hood, was then tried. 
The attorneys are 
Barnard A Fiero for plaintifl, M. Schoonmaker 
far defendant. 
The plaintifl complains that 
defendant, claiming to lie an engineer in the 
employment of the New York «fc Chicago West 
Snore Railroad Company, came upon his pro­ 
perty situated on the west bank of t ie Hudson 
River, iu 1872, and cut down and destroyed a 
number uf shade trees that were growing 
there. Flood, ihc defendant, acted as conuscl 
in his cwn case and examined the witnesses.

No. 58J, Lyrenius F. Brill rs. Uriah 
Krom ct ah, was thou tried. The attorneys 
in this cascare M. Schoonmaker for plaintifl 
aud Charles A. Fowler for defendant. This is 
an action brought on two notes, given at 
three months, made by defendant Uriah 
Krom and indorsed by Nathan Krom. One is 
a $150 note, dated Sept. 9, 1871, and the oth­ 
er is a $100 note dated the same clay. 
The 
defense is usury. The notes were given to Win. 
D. Hill, who had them cashed and then 
charged the maker $3 per $109. A great deal 
of interest was manifested in this case, as it 
is a test of the manner Hill docs his business. 
The notes were admitted, and as the defense 
of usury was interposed, the defendant op­ 
ened the caeo aud proceeded with his proof. 
The first witness called was Uriah Krom, who 
testified—live iu town of Olive; I am maker of 
notes, aud know Nathan Krom, endorser; I 
got §150 note (lone by Mr. Wm. D. Hill; .he 
look tlr note and said Le would charge mo 
$3 per $100. lie took the note, went cfl and 
returned with Brill’s check; I took tho check 
to the bank, gut the money ou it, aud paid 
Mr. Hill the.three dollars on a hundred. When 
I went to Hill I asked him if lie could get the 
money on it; he said how much he would 
charge me; took the uote; was gone about 
twenty minutes; I met him near Ulster Coun­ 
ty Bank; the check was drawn on Ulster 
County Bank; when the three dollars per hun­ 
dred was pai 1, Hill said he wanted to share 
it vyitli Brill. Subsequently I applied to the 
Savings llankjor a loan; I wanted to get 
some money to pay my creditors; Mr. nill as­ 
sisted me; lie wauled me to get the money 
out of the Savings Bank to pay ofl the r.otcs. 
I got $100; note also cashed by Mr. Hill; saw 
him at las ho'us;; asked him if he would get 
the money on it, and he said he would; didn’t 
say where he could get it; he took the note; I 
went to Rondoul and wlicu I came back he 
gave ntc the check of Brill; charged me $3 
pec $100. lie said he must have that amount; 
that lie must divide it up with Mr. Brill; I 
paid it to him; Hill came to my house on Sun 
day at Olive. (An objection was here made, 
but the court ruled the evidence proper, as an 
indirect taking of usury was us ¡poisonous as 
a direct taking.) 
TT idioso—lie said Le wanted me to pay 
Brill’s notes out of Savings’ Bank loan, and 
if there wasn’t cuough left to pay other credi­ 
tors, to give them a mortgage on my loose 
property. Before I got the money of the Sa­ 
vings Bank, Brill said he wanted me to pay 
his note out of the loan; he said I shouldn't 
have the money unless I paid the note; Hill 
said he’d be d— -if I should have it; he 
would “bust” up tbe loan if I didn’t pay the 
note; I got the money, and I didn’t pay the 
note. I think this conversation was lu the 
Savings Batik. After I was sued Hill found 
fault because I put in an answer to the case. 
Brill made the petition in bankruptcy. 
Cross-Examined—Ou tbe 9ih or Sept. I 
let Mr. Ilill have $138; he said he wanted 
enough with the $12 discount, to make $150. 
Tho check was then put in evidence. 
E gbert R. M atthew s testified—Know Wm. 
D. Hill and Uriah Krom; know where Krom 
lives; sometime in the month of March I went 
to Krona's house with llill; he requested me 
t« go with him and Influenoe the boya t* raise 


the money ont of The Savings Bank to pay 
the notes or Brill, Vun Buren and 3weeny; ’ 
lie said be had been anticipating ticiuble for 
/sometime; that he had been taking more 
than the legal interest, but he knew the law; 
he told me how the business was doi,e;_ lie 
said Krom would give him the uote, when he 
would get a check for the amounl less the 
discount, and take his pay afterwards; lasted 
him if be didu’t divide up with Brill and Swee­ 
ny, and he answered he Imd not settled yet.

Krom would plead usury; that lie (HUI) un­ 
derstood the usury law, and did the business 

Samuel 
ÉNorth was endorser on the Brill note, Uriah 
iNorth on Sweeny note, I thiuk; think he 
Wanted Samuel'North and Uriah North to take 
Viersonal security, and the other notes to be 
paid out of the Saviugs Bank money. 
Cross-Examined—I was endorser on a note 
also; withdrew my defense of usury. 
JohnS . E v e re tt—Live ia West Hurley; 
know Win. D. Hill; never had conversation 
with him concerning these meu; heard Hill 
at Eagle Hotel. (The evidence ot this witness 
was not allowed because Brill was not present 
at the conversation.) 
John IL Kuou—Live in the town of Olive; 
Uriah and I once owned a farm together; we 
once gota loan out of the Savings Baok; 
wanted nioaey, and nill said he would get 
the money for us, ifjwn would pay up the notes. 
Brill and Ilill sail they would stop tbe money 
if we didu’t pay the notes; we saw Kenyon 
and Clay, and they said we could get the 
money; I paid my notes, but my brother did 
uot pay his; Iliil said several of the notC3 
were protested aud he wanted them paid up. 
ne said he got the money and had to divide 
up with BrilL I asked Hill why he didn’t keep 
the money out cf the check, and be replied if 
be did that, they would keep the money, and 
he couldn’t get his share. Wm. D. Ilill made 
application to the Savings Bank, or lie said 
he would make application. I signed the 
application. (Defendant’s counsel here ollera! 
to prove that Hill testified 011 the proceedings 
before the bankrupt that he had for two years 
been doing business for Brill, and two other 
men, in notes to the amount from 825,000 to 
850,000. The court decided it improper.) 
Sam uel N orth said llill came out to see 
him, to make some arrangement about the 
notes. Hill said he bad been very careful to 
have everything doue up clean as a pin, that 
he had done the business by check so as to 
evade the law. 
Defendant here rested. 
A motion was then made by the pLiltilifl’s 
attorney for judgment on the ground if usury 
had been taken there was 110 evidence to con­ 
nect Brill with it. The Court said as there 
was 110 evidence that Brill received the usur­ 
ious discount or that Brill intended to take it, 
the evidence did not sufficiently connect Brill 
with the matter of usury to make a question 
for the jury. The Court therefore directed a 
verdict for the plaintifl of $976.29. 
No. 59, Henry Traphagcn vs. refer E. Jan­ 
sen, was then called and tried. Tiic attorneys 
in the case are Louis Husbrouek for plaintiff, 
A. Schoonmaker, Jr., of counsel for plaintifl, 
and F. L. Westbrook for defendant. This is 
an action brought for assault aud battery.— 
The parties live iu the town of Gardiner, and 
tue plaintifl in 1872 was an overseer of high­ 
ways. On the Gtli of February, he found the 
road blocked with snow that had drifted in, 
so lie went on tbe land of defendant and com­ 
menced to tear down a fence, so as to make a 
passage way over defendant’s lands, round 
the drifts. It seems the plaintiff aud defen­ 
dant had had trouble before this, in regard to 
working on the road, and as plaio'.ifl admitted 
were in the habit of sparring now and thou 
with their tongues. 
When defendant saw 
plaintiff on bis lot, he ordered him ofl, and 
not going, brought out his family to assist the 
overseer in getting quick as possible to the 
highway. Quo of the family punched plaintifl 
I11 his ribs with his elbow, whereupon plaintiff 
raised a cane over ids bead and assumed a 
threatening attitude. Sammy Jansen, a son 
of defendant, then ran behind the overseer, 
caught Hold of the canc, and tugged at it with 
such force the governor of highways fell over 
backwards iu the snow, aud Sammy, like a 
game cock, immediately percbecl himself upon 
his shoulders. The overseer was pretty well 
under die snow, bat lie managed’to keep one 
eye uncovered, and with this eye saw the de­ 
fendant remonstrate with Sammy. “ Sammy, 
Sammy, that' will do, Sammy.” Then Sammy 
dismounted from the shoulders of the town of­ 
ficial, who, aft t lie had been under the snow 
some five minutes as he thought, was allowed 
to regaiu his feet and shake off his extra cov­ 
ering. The family again began to make dem­ 
onstrations, shouting, “ Put him out on the 
road, lie’s road-master of the road, and uot 
road-nuster here.” The overseer backed up, 
aud mounting the rail fence along the road 
sat down on it to rest. Then the irrepressible 
Sammy again took the offensive, and catching 
the venerable overseer by the legs, gave them 
such a strong upward push, the plaintiff went 
over backwards. The result of this was the 
plalutifl’s neck was very slifl several djj’3 
afterwards; aud we don't wonder at it, 
considering Sammy, who is quite a broth of a 
boy, sat ou his neck for the period of several 
minutes. The defendant claims plaintifl wa3 
a trespasser, and though aa overseer or high­ 
ways liad no right to go on defendant’s prem­ 
ise?.

For some weeks past the Newark Lime & 
Cement Manufacturing Company at their 
works iu tbis city have been engaged iii con­ 
structing a high wall ou the west side of their 
store houses and upon which, when finished, 
it is iutended to erect n blacksmith shop. Tho 
wall, which is faced with quite heavy blocks 
of stone, was to have been completed on Fri­ 
day evening bad It not been for the distress- 
accldent which occurred about two 
o’clock on that day, and by which two men 
were seriously, and two others slightly in­ 
jured. 
For the purpose of hoisting the block3 of 
stone from the ground to their position ou the 
wall a derrick, consisting of a mast about 
thirty feet in lengthjand eight inches at the 
top, with a gall some twenty odd feet in 
length aud four inches in diameter, was used. 
This derrick was put up ¡and stayed in the 
safe3t manner that ingenuity and experience 
could deviso, the work having been supervised 
by Mr. C. Leverich, a tried aud trusty ser­ 
vant, of many years’ standing, of the compa­ 
ny. Tho derrick had, as mentioned above, 
been in use for some weeks, aud the work of 
hoisting heavy stone was completed. About 
two o’clock on Friday afternoon a light stone 
for the upper work of the wall was being 
raised by the derrick, when one of the guy 
ropes suddenly parted, bringing a sudden 
strain on another one which cadsed it to ren­ 
der in the bend, or knot, when away went 
derrick and gafl, falling toward the bank and 
lu their fall strikiug J’ames Graney, a man 
aged about 50 years, crushing a leg below the 
knee and inflicting, it is feared, some Internal 
injuries, as he complains of palus iu his side. 
James Gilleren, also aged about 59, was 
struck by the derrick, sustaining a fracture of 
the collar bone and some other injuries. 
James Hanan was standing in a cart to which 
was attached a mule, and Ilanan was in such 
a position his back was toward the derrick 
when it fell: It lauded between the box and 
one wheel of the cart, just grazing Hanau’s 
body and not touching the mule, though Hun­ 
an was knocked down by one of the guy 
ropes and uot otherwise injured. Patrick Da­ 
ly, a carpenter, was at work near by moving 
some timber, aud very narrowly escaped Le- 
; struck by the derrick and was knocked 
down by a guy rope. 
Immediately upon the occurrence oí the ac­ 
cident messengers were dispatchad for surgi­ 
cal aid. Dr. George Basten was the first to 
arrive at the scene and Dr. A. Crispell very 
Soon afterward. Graney was, by instruction 
of the surgeons, 
moved to his home 011 
Ann street, where his injuries were attended 
to, aud, in the opinion of Dr. Crispell, ampu­ 
tation of the crushed leg will be necessary, 
although, we understand, tlii3 opiuiou is uot 
final. Dr. Bu3tcn’s opinion we did uot learn. 
While Graney was. being conveyed to his 
home Gilleren was moved to t ho house of Mr. 
Murphy near by and afterward to bis home. 
Ills hurls are pronounced not dangerous. 
Ilauau aud Daly being only slightly injured 
needed but little assistance. 
James Graney has quite a large family and 
for their and his own sake it is to be hoped 
Liis leg may be saved: which it will be if sur- 
ical skill can accomplish it. 


A vrfful A cciden t. 
A terrible accident occurred in Sing Sing 
last night, in which a colored boy named 
Armstrong was instantly killed, a boy named 
Rose had his collar bone broken, and a third 
boy received severe injuries. The three men­ 
tioned were, with scores of other boys, coast­ 
ing on the Lower Dock hill. The hill was a 
lareof ice, and the sleds rushed down it with 
the speed of a wirlwind. It leads across the 
Hudson River Railroad track and there had 
been many narrow escapes from passing 
trains, but it seems that the warnings were 
not enough. Armstrong, Rose and the other 
boy, ail seated ou the same sleigh, started 
from the top of the hill at about a quarter to 
10 P. M., and when nearly to tbe bottom a 
thrill of horror ran through the crowds watch­ 
ing them, as the emigrant train was seen ap­ 
proaching. Men aud boys yelled at the top 
of their lungs at the imperilled trio, but their 
sleigh was thundering down the hill at such a 
speed that they could hear nothing. It was a 
moment of awful suspense, as it was known 
that nothing could save the hoys but a miracu­ 
lous interposition of Providence. A moment 
before the train was reached, those riding cm 
it saw the awful dilemma they were in. The 
boy who sat on behind, whose ramo has not 
yet transpired, allowed himeelf to tumble cfl, 
and he was hurle! bee's over head, receiving 
severe bruises and scratches. The ill-fated 
sleigh wont on with the other two and ran in­ 
to one of the trucks of the passing train. 
Armstrong, the colored boy. was steering the 
sleigh at the time, and his braius were duchcd 
out. Rose, who sat next to him, had liis leg 
and coilar bone broken. Armstrong’s face 
conld not be recognized. His body was 
picked up and conveyed to his residence, and 
coroner Bassett was sent for. Rosa was con­ 
veyed to his residence, a a! it is thought he 
canuot live. The third boy, though badly in­ 
jured, hud no bones broken, and was able to 
limp home. Such a serious accident has not 
occurred there before in a long time, and its 
terrible surroundings has completely put an 
eud to coasting on that hill.—Poughkeepsie 
Eagle. 


Tbe F erryboat, Etc. 
On Friday morning a dense fog hung over 
the river, causing much difficulty to the ferry­ 
boat Lark’s connecting with the early trains 
over the nudson River road, but she succeed­ 
ed iu making connections with the trains un­ 
til while returning from meeting the. train 
down which is due at Rhineclifl at 8:29, and 
when iu the creek, bound to this city, the fog 
shut in intensely dense, hidiug the land and 
causing the pilot to mistake hi3 bearings so 
much that the boat brought up on the flats 
just outside the old canal boats which form 
tho Del. & Hud. Canal Company’s basin at 
Sleightburgb. All efforts “ to back her ofl ” 
were unavailing, and the passengers and 
mails were transferred to shore in a small 
boat. Steam was at once ordered on the Nor­ 
wich, bnt as the water in her boiler was ex­ 
tremely cold, she having been laid up for 
some weeks, it was announced she could not 
bo ready before 1 P. M. In the meantime, 
the indefatigable Archie Winter, mail and 
baggage agcut, procured a small boat und by 
great exertions succeeded iu getting the New 
York mails and papers here oa time—for 
which, hurrah for Archie 1 
It was not until nearly 2 o’clock that the 
Norwich was ready to embark passengers for 
the up train due nt Rhineclifl at 2:09; after 
doing which the old “ Ice King ” steamed 
merrily out the creek, but wheu near the 
lighthouse the train came rushing through the 
tunnel at Kelly’s, whereupon the Norwich set 
up a lively sbrieklug with her steam whistle, 
while the engineer “ dropped the hooks on 
her” and the old boat “ went a-boopin’” 
across the river to catch the train, while the 
anxious passengers worked themselves into a 
fever of excitement over the probabilities of 
tbe conductor's waiting for the arrival of the 
boat or not- One chap, after taking a waltz 
about the deck to relieve his frenzy, remarked 
to the crowd generally, “ If tho conductor of 
that train is a mau aud a brother he’ll wait, 
’cause lie’s on time; but if he’s a nincumpoop 
be won’t," and ut that very moment the loco­ 
motive gave a howl aud glided away, faster 
aud faster, with a long pennant of smoke be­ 
hind iL Then the passengers, in the words 
of the Frenchman when asked bow he felt 
when told of his father's sudden decease, were 
“ very mooch disgust.” They had the poor 
consolation of knowing there was no up train 
until 7:28, and they must wander aimlessly 
about the station till that time. In the mean­ 
while the Norwich returned to ihia side the 
river and extricated the Lark from her muddy 
berth, with no difficulty whatever, the tide 
having risen almost sufficiently to float her. 
Throughout the remainder of the day and 
evening the Lark made her regular trips with 
that promptness for which she is celebrated 
when 110 serious obstacle is in the way.
